APPROVAL OF
DEPARTMENT OF PARKS AND RECREATION
REVISED FEES AND CHARGES
(All Districts — 3 - Vote Matter)

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD AFTER THE PUBLIC HEARING:

1 Find that this action is exempt from the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA)
pursuant to Public Resources Code Section 21080(b)(8).

2. Adopt the attached resolution revising various parks and recreation fees and
charges effective January 1, 2004 as set out in the 2004 schedule of fees and
charges in Attachment A.

3. Grant the Director of Parks and Recreation the continued authority to reduce the
vehicle or admission entry fee rates at any facility, not to exceed one-third off the
normal approved fee, for department and non-department sponsored activities for
promotional and marketing purposes.

4. Grant the Director of the Department of Parks and Recreation the continued
authority to reduce by as much as one half the established green fees (1) for
promotional purposes in order to attract golfers during historically low demand
periods at specific golf courses, (2) as an enticement to golfers to involve family
members at County golf courses through special events such as Father's Day, and
Mother's Day observances, and (3) in the event that golf course conditions at a
specific golf courses are such that it is in the best interests of the public to reduce
green fees.
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5. Grant the Director of Parks and Recreation the continued authority to establish not-
to-exceed limits for the rental rates on powered golf carts.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

This Department has completed its annual review of parks and recreation fees and
charges in accordance with a 1980-81 Grand Jury recommendation. Recent surveys
and cost analyses indicate that additional adjustments to the Department’'s Schedule of
Fees and Charges are warranted and appropriate as outlined in the attached Resolution
and Attachment A.

The proposed fees and charges revisions are necessary to recover increased costs,
including wages and benefits. All fees were reviewed to determine whether they were
reasonable and cost effective and were compared with other public agencies to ensure
comparability. The results are reflected in our recommendations. The last revision to
fees and charges other than certain fees at Castaic Lake State Recreation Area was
May 1, 2003. On September 23, 2003, your Board increased selected fees only at
Castaic Lake State Recreation Area effective October 1, 2003.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

The proposed recommendations are consistent with the County Strategic Plan Goal
1.1.1 (Service Excellence) and Goal 4 (Fiscal Responsibility). Your Board’s approval
will allow the Department to partially recover costs for services provided at County
parks.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

The proposed fee revisions will result in $120,028 additional estimated revenue for the
remainder of Fiscal Year 2003-04 and $299,254 in estimated revenue for Fiscal Year
2004-2005 (see Attachment B).

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

The recommended revisions to the current schedule of fees and charges represent
increases, decreases, restructuring, elimination and establishment of new fees as
follows:

DEPARTMENTAL REVISIONS

Increased Fees

¢ Non-Playing Field Areas — Special Event (e.g., carnivals, special events, festivals)
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It is recommended the special event fee for non-playing field areas be increased
from $175 per acre per day to $200 per acre per day. This increase is
recommended to recover the increasing costs of turf repair and field maintenance for
large events which require exclusive use of large areas. This fee was last increased
in May 2003.

Fun Run, Bicycle Events, Triathlon (5K10K/Cross Country)

It is recommended the fee for fun runs, bicycle events, and triathlons be increased
from a minimum of $100 per 100 participants with a $1 fee per every additional
participant over 100 to a minimum of $200 per 100 participants with a $2 fee per
every additional participant over 100. This increase will allow the Department to
recover its clean-up costs for large events having a significant impact on Department
facilities. This fee was last increased in 1992.

Vehicle Entry
It is recommended that the vehicle entry fee at Schabarum, Whittier Narrows, and

Kenneth Hahn State Recreational Area be increased from $3 to $4. This fee was
last revised in 1993.

Restructured Fees

Bandwagon Rental
It is recommended the fee for bandwagon rental be restructured from a flat fee at
$1,100 per day to an itemized fee at $400 for rental, $700 for staffing and an
additional $0.50 per mile for events over 50 miles roundtrip. The restructured fee is
recommended to reflect actual cost of bandwagon rentals for staffing, gasoline, and
maintenance costs.

Decreased Fees

Outdoor Facility Clean-up/Damage Deposit

It is recommended that the range of the outdoor facility clean-up/damage deposit be
changed from $100-$5,000 to $50-$5,000. This decrease is recommended because
the current required lower range at $100 is more than the actual cost of a picnic
rental at $75. This fee was last revised in May 2003.

New Fees

Overnight Camping/All areas except Castaic

It is recommended that a $12 tent camping fee be established for existing
campgrounds at regional parks to meet the diverse needs of the public served. The
Department has received numerous requests to provide this service.

Non-Motorized Watercraft (e.g., kayaks, canoes, rafts, etc.)
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It is recommended that a fee of $4 per watercraft be established for non-motorized
vessels at all regional park areas except Castaic. This fee is recommended to lower
the amount charged for watercraft without motors, as they have less of an impact on
the environment and lakes in comparison to motorized water vessels. Patrons are
currently charged the same for non-motorized watercrafts as they are for motorized
watercraft at $6 per vessel.

e Arboreta and Garden Fees

(¢]

Queen Anne’s Cottage/ Peacock Café: It is recommended that a fee of $21
be established at the Arboretum for a special package which includes a tour
of Queen Anne’s Cottage and lunch at the Peacock Café. This new service
will allow interested members of the public to tour a unique attraction, which is
usually only open twice per year. This fee does not include the $6 Arboretum
admission fee.

Eliminated Fees

o Arboreta and Garden Fees

Wedding and Reception: It is recommended that the wedding and reception
combination fees be eliminated. The fee range to have a wedding and
reception is $500-$2,500. The range for a wedding or reception only is also
$500-2,500. Therefore, it is suggested that the combination wedding and
reception option be deleted since the fee range is the same for having a
wedding only or a reception only. As the Department is still offering wedding
and/or reception services, this change will have no impact on costs or
revenue.

Golf Greens Fees

These fees were last revised in 2001.

CASTAIC LAKE REVISIONS

increased Fees

On September 23, 2003 your Board approved increases to vehicle entry and boat
launch fees at Castaic Lake State Recreation Area as a partial solution to the financial
shortfall of operating the facility. In an ongoing effort to cooperate with State efforts to
maintain operations at Castaic Lake State Recreation Area, some further increases to
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boat launch fees are being recommended as well as increases to fees that were not
addressed in the September Board action.

It has been determined by the Department of Parks & Recreation any further increases
in regular vehicle entry will likely discourage attendance at this facility. Therefore, the
Department is not recommending further increases to regular vehicle entrance or
annual vehicle entrance passes. Recommendations for other fees to partially recover
our cost for operation of this unique facility, which in many ways differs from the
attributes and amenities of our other County regional parks, are as follows:

e Vehicle Entry
o It is recommended that the senior vehicle entry fee at Castaic Lake State

Recreation Area be increased from $3 to $4 on weekdays only excluding
holidays.

o Itis recommended that the senior annual vehicle entry pass fee be increased
at Castaic Lake State Recreational Area from $45 to $60.

o It is recommended that the bus entry fee at Castaic Lake State Recreation
Area be increased from $20 to $25.

o It is recommended that the recreational vehicle entry fee at Castaic Lake
State Recreation Area be increased from $10 to $12.

e Boat Launch
o Itis recommended that the boat launch fee at Castaic Lake State Recreation
Area be increased from $8 to $10 on weekends between Memorial Day and
Labor Day.
o Itis recommended that the annual boat launch pass fee at Castaic Lake State
Recreation Area be increased from $120 to $130.

¢ Overnight Camping
It is recommended that the fee for overnight camping at Castaic Lake State
Recreation Area be increased from $12 to $15. This increase is needed to recover
staffing and maintenance costs of the campgrounds.

o Recreational Vehicle Camping
An increase of the recreational vehicle (R.V.) campsite fee at Castaic Lake State
Recreation Area is recommended from $15 per campsite per day to $18 per
campsite per day. This increase will allow the County to maintain comparability with
other jurisdictions offering similar services or facilities.

e Camp Dump Fee
It is recommended that the dump fee at Castaic Lake State Recreation Area be
increased from $3 per day to $5 per day. This increase is needed to maintain and
improve camping facilities.
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New Fees

» Non-Motorized Watercraft (e.q., kayaks, canoes, rafts, etc.)
It is recommended that a fee of $6 per watercraft be established for non-motorized
vessels at Castaic Lake State Recreational Area. This fee is recommended to lower
the amount charged for watercraft without motors, as they have less of an impact on
the environment and lakes in comparison to motorized water vessels. Patrons are
currently charged the same for non-motorized watercrafts as they are for motorized
watercraft at $7 or $8 per vessel, depending upon the time of the year.

Eliminated Fees

o Overflow Walk-in Year Round
It is recommended that the $1 per patron overflow walk-in fee at Castaic Lake State
Recreation Area be eliminated. The large size of the facility and the ability to enter
at various locations makes it difficult to collect and/or enforce this fee.

Delegation of Authority

Previously, your Board has delegated to the Director of the Department of Parks and
Recreation the authority to approve a fee reduction, not to exceed one-third off the
current vehicle or admission entry fee for Department and non-department sponsored
activities for promotional and marketing purposes. It is recommended this authority be
continued.

It is also recommended that continued authority, previously delegated by your Board, be
given to the Director of the Department of Parks and Recreation, to reduce by as much
as 50 percent of the established green fee rates, in order to increase the number of
rounds played during historically low demand periods at specific golf courses.

The fee reductions would be for specific promotional programs to attract golfers, and
involve family members at County golf courses through special rates such as Father's
Day and Mother's Day events. Further, in the event that golf course conditions at
specific golf courses are such that it is in the best interests of the public to reduce green
fees, the Director may authorize such reductions. The Department will notify affected
Board offices and the Chief Administrative Office prior to the impiementation of a
temporary fee reduction, and shall also report the results and fiscal impacts of such
actions.

In addition, it is recommended that continued authority be delegated to the Director of
the Department of Parks and Recreation to establish not-to-exceed limits for the rental
rates on powered golf carts.
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Public hearing notice requirements of Government Code Section 6062(a) have been

satisfied and public hearing requirements of Government Code Section 66018 will be
satisfied by this action.

In accordance with Section 50402 of the Government Code, these changes must be
approved by a resolution of your Board. Additionally, in accordance with Section
50402(b), the Department of Parks and Recreation has requested, from the State
Director of Parks and Recreation, approval of those proposed fee increases, which are
in excess 125 percent of those charged by the State Department of Parks and
Recreation for use of similar State facilities. As indicated in the attached resolution,
implementation of these fee increases is contingent upon receiving approval from the
State Department of Parks and Recreation.

County Counsel has approved the attached resolution as to form.

ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT STATEMENT/NEGATIVE DECLARATION

The proposed fee changes and increases are for the purpose of (1) meeting operating
expenses, including employee wage rates and benefits, or (2) purchasing and leasing
supplies, equipment or materials and, therefore, the proposed actions are exempt from
the California Environmental Quality Act pursuant to Section 21080(b)(8) of the Public
Resources Code.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTS)

The fee adjustments are not anticipated to have a significant impact on the use of the
affected facilities. Fee increases will become effective the first full month following
Board approval, and after State approval for the fees affecting Castaic Lake State
Recreation Area, owned by the State and operated by the County.

CONCLUSION

Consistent with County policy, the Board approved fees associated with these revisions
will be deposited into the County General Fund as revenues to support the
Department’'s operational costs. Program fees such as day camps, after school
programs, etc., will be deposited into the Special Recreation fund to support program
costs. Additionally, a portion of vehicle entry fees will be deposited into the Special
Development fund for maintenance and improvement at park facilities.

The Department will present its proposed fee revisions to your Board on a calendar year
basis. The proposed fee revisions for Calendar Year 2005 will be presented to your
Board in November 2004 for an effective date of January 1, 2005.

It is requested that three conformed copies of this action be returned to the Department
of Parks and Recreation for distribution.

RESOLUTION TO INCREASE AND OTHERWISE REVISE VARIOUS
PARKS AND RECREATION FEES

WHEREAS, the County’'s park facilities offer services and recreational
opportunities similar to other facilities at which these fees are collected; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to Government Code Section 50402, the County, through
its Director of Parks and Recreation has requested approval, from the State Director of
Parks and Recreation, of the increased fees for the Castaic Lake State Recreational
Area because the facility has received certain funds from state bond act sources, and
the increased fees would be in excess of 125 percent of those charged by the State
Department of Parks and Recreation for the use of similar State facilities; and

WHEREAS, implementation of the increased fees for the Castaic Lake State
Recreational Area is contingent upon approval of the fee increases by the Department
of Parks and Recreation; and

WHEREAS, all recommended increases for County park facilities (except those
recommended for Castaic Lake Recreation Area) funded by State bond park funds are
not in excess of 125 percent of similar fees charged by the State Department of Parks
and Recreation for the use of State facilities; and

WHEREAS, in September 1985, the Board of Supervisors of the County of Los
Angeles approved that a portion of the fees collected at park facilities be deposited into
the Special Recreation Fund for additional programs, services and supplies; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors of the County of Los Angeles through its
approval of management lease agreements with private sector golf management
companies has approved that a portion of the greens fees collected at the County golf
courses. will be deposited into the Golf Course Special Revenue Fund for development
and improvements; and

WHEREAS, the County Department of Parks and Recreation has performed a
market survey and analysis of the proposed schedule and finds the pricing schedule is
appropriate; and

WHEREAS, these costs do not exceed the cost of the services provided by the
County; and

WHEREAS, these increases will help offset operating costs; and
WHEREAS, the additional funding is in the public interest and welfare; and

WHEREAS, the Director of the Los Angeles County Department of Parks and
Recreation is granted continuing expanded authority by the Board of Supervisors of the



County of Los Angeles, to reduce the vehicle or admission entry fee rates at any facility,
not to exceed one-third off the normai approved fee, for Department-sponsored or non-
sponsored park and recreation activities for promotional and marketing purposes; and

WHEREAS, the Director of the County Department of Parks and Recreation is
granted continuing authority, by the Board of Supervisors of the County of Los Angeles,
to reduce by as much as one-half the established greens fees for Department approved
activities for promotional and marketing purposes; and in the event that golf course
conditions at specific golf course(s) are such that it is in the best interests of the public
to reduce green fees; and

WHEREAS, the Director of the County Department of Parks and Recreation is
granted continuing authority, by the Board of Supervisors of the County of Los Angeles,
to establish not-to-exceed limits for the rental rates on powered golf carts; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to Government Code Section 50402, the County has the
authority to charge for use of park and recreational facilities as provided by resolution of

the governing body and exercises that authority to modify the charges as set out in
Attachment A;

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Board of Supervisors of the
County of Los Angeles, State of California as follows:
